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Dismayed At Town Politics... 


Grand Jury Adjourns 
Without Indictment 



Councilwoman Elaine Bonavita 


Hampden County District Attorney Matthew Ryan 
told a press conference at his offices Monday morning 
that the Grand Jury’s three month probe into the alleg¬ 
ed dissemination of a councilwoman’s former arrest 
records by the Agawam Police Department has been 
dismissed. 

The Grand Jury’s failure to indict a single member of 
the Agawam community has spurred Councilwoman 
Elaine Bonavita to consider resigning from the Town 
Council. 

“No Stone Unturned” 

The twenty-one member Grand Jury adjotirned last 
Thursday, said Ryan, after an exhaustive, indeplh in¬ 
vestigation that left “no stone unturned.” 

Ryan said “it was impossible” for the Grand Jury to 
pinpoint one individual or individuals for illegally 
disseminating Ms. Bonavita’s former arrest records 
throughout the community due to a lack of substantial 
evidence. 

According to the DA, the Grand Jury called approx¬ 
imately 20-30 elected officials, town administrators and 
citizens to testify. He said several individuals were 
recalled as many as three times, adding, “We all spent a 
great amount of energy to get to the bottom of things.” 
Ryan says that the case could re-open “if someone 
comes forward with new evidence” to warrant such a 
move. 

Reaction here to the Grand Jury’s decision ranged 
from relief from Acting Town Manager Edward Caba 
and Police Chief Stanley Chmielewski to anger and 
frustration on Bonavita’s part. 

Asked after Tuesday night’s Council meeting if 
reports of her resignation from elected office were true, 
Bonavita told The Adu‘rtiser/News,“\'es, I’ve really 
been comtemplating it. I feel I’ve been banging my head 
against the wall.” 


Decision Came As No Surprise 
Bonavita says the Grand Jury’s decision “came as no 
surprise,” saving that throughout the investigation, 
friends have been warning her no action would be 

taken. . ... . 

She added that the Grand Jury received sufficient 
evidence to indict several individuals she charged with il¬ 


legally disseminating her records. 

Caba today expressed relief that no town officials 
were indicted. Caba had brought Bonavita’s allegations 
•to the District Attorney for review in February after 
Town Council refused to investigate the matter. 

Remarked Caba, “This whole thing has caused us 
endless anxiety and frustration. We’ve had many things 
in front of us in recent months and this was by far the 
issue which slowed the administration in doing other 
things. 

Bonavita again scored Town Council for refusing to 
probe the matter. According to the 30-year-old coun¬ 
cilor, several members of “this community are above 
the law,” and would have been uncovered for breaking 
the law if Town Council initiated a full scale investiga¬

tion into the conduct of the Police Department. 

At the press conference, Ryan said the episode involv¬ 
ing Bonavita’s arrest records “was rotten” and that the 
Grand Jury “was extremely disturbed” by the political 
atmosphere in town. 

Was Justice Served? 

Asked if he felt justice was served in this instance, 
Ryan responded, “No, I’m not satisfied that justice has 
been served. Certainly, an individual or individuals in 
Agawam has information that we could not locate.” 

Ryan added that while the Grand Jury found the 
Police Department to be within the law when Bonavita’s 
records were seen by numerous department members, 
“I am not completely sure if the records were 
disseminated within the department entirely for in¬ 
telligence purposes.” The Police Department has said 
that Bonavita’s former arrest records were.compiled to 
complete an investigation that the department was con¬ 
ducting on Bonavita. Chmielewski would not disclose 
the nature of the investigation to the press. 

As for further recourse, Bonavita pledged to carry her 
$100,000 civil law suit against the town “to the max¬ 
imum.” Bonavita said her legal counsel, Springfield At- 
torney Arthur Scrota, intends on presenting a case that 
will convict “several individuals” here. In the suit now 
pending in Hampden Superior Court, Bonavita has 
named the town, Chmielewski and an unidentified 
citizen as being responsible for the alleged illegal 
dissemination.

WORC Fails 
Council Test 

The Agawam Town Council Tuesday night jolted the 
School Committee’s proposal that the town take part in 
the Westover Occupational Resource Collaborative by 
refusing to pass the first reading of a $562,000 bond 
order earmarked to pay for Agawam’s participation in 
the project. 

The Council voted 7-5-1 against the bonding order, 
prompting School Committee members to consider 
alternative funding methods for WORC, as well as 
other possible options to providing what they feel is 
much-needed vocational education 

Agawam now joins Ludlow in nixing WORC. Three 
other communities will soon vote on WORC. and, ac¬ 
cording to one source, “it looks pretty grim at this 
point.” 

The project, which the School Committee calls 
.“crucial” to vocational education not only for Agawam 
students but the entire aiea. received a second hope 
Tuesday when Councilor Richard Theroux moved to 
reconsider the matter at the next regular Council ses¬ 
sion. 

Despite an objection by Councilor Donald Rheault, 
who said reconsideration of any motion must lake place 
at the same meeting, Theroux’s move was accepted 
overwhelmingly by his colleagues. 

Although he voted against bonding WORC Tuesday 
night. Theroux said after the meeting, “1 remain con¬ 
vinced that WORC is essential to the educational pro¬ 
cess at Agawam High School, and 1 hope the Council in 
its wisdom will reconsider heir current posture and pass 
the bonding order.” * 

Prior to the vote, long time School Committee 
member Roberta Doering addressed Town Council to 
voice her support and the committee’s support of 
WORC.

DiLulIo Appointed 
To Liquor Board 


€> Shawmut First Bank 


Town Council has approved the appointment of 
Richard DiLulIo, 39 Willow Brook Drive, to fill the 
third and final seat of the influential Liquor Licensing 
Commission at Tuesday night’s session. 

Despite objections from Councilor Richard Theroux, 
DiLulIo was approved by a 10-3 vote. 

Theroux said his dissent was based on the belief that 
“there were other applicants more qualifed and who 
had more to offer the town.’’ 

Theroux noted that there were several former coun¬ 
cilors and one local attorney who applied for the 
positon to Acting Town Manager Edward Caba. He 
said Caba could have easily recommended another can¬ 
didate for the slot. 

Caba noted that the vacated seat on the Liquor Com¬ 
mission must be filled immediately to avoid the possible 
loss of quorum on “a very important municipal 
board.” 

Caba said DiLulIo had many qualities that would be 
beneficial to the Liquor Commission. “Each time I ap¬ 
point someone 1 just hope the person will be a credit to 
the community,” Caba said. 

Councilor Paul Paleogolopoulos expressed frustra¬ 
tion over the manager appointment process to 
municipal boards, an aspect of former manager Pete 
Caputo’s administration that often resulted in heated 
exchanges when Caputo sought a confirmation. 

Paleogolopoulos said there were qualifed people in 
the community other than former councilors, some of 
whom, he added, “I wouldn’t let collect my trash.” He 
says he remains baffled by the appointment process but 
later supported DiLulIo when the roll call vote was 
taken. 

Council President Paul Fieldstad spoke in favor of 
DiLuIlo’s nomination, saying of DiLulIo: “he’s an 
honest and sincere person who I’ve known for years.” 

Councilor Walter Kerr complained that the council 
fails to receive candidjte’s resumes until the night of the 
actual vote and added, “are there rules or not in this 
process. I’ve been here three months and have seen 
none.” 

DiLulIo is a 1955 graduate of Agawam High School 
and immediately entered the Marine Corps. He was 
honorably discharged in 1958 at the rank of sergeant. 
He is currently employed by Sinclair International in 
Holyoke as a superintendent of the wire weaving depart¬ 
ment. 

DiLulIo is a past member of the Knights of Colum¬ 
bus, was coach for three years in the town’s soccer 
association and currently is vice-president of the 
Agawam High Football Booster Club. 

DiLulIo resides with his wife and three children. 
Councilors Theroux, Elaine Bonavita and Stephen Cin- 
cotta dissented in his appointment.

Two armed black men, in what one police officer said 
looked like “a well planned operation”, waltzed into 
Shawmut First Bank in the Southgate Shopping Plaza 
and looted the bank of some $2,400, according to a 
bank spokesman. 

The bold broad daylight holdup occurred at approx¬ 
imately 1pm, said Agawam Police Sergeant Henry Earle 
who was the second officer at the scene. No injuries 
were reported in the robbery, “just a lot of scared 
people” Earle told The Advertiser/News. 

Witnesses told the police that the two men entered the 
bank swaggering handguns and ordered three tellers in¬ 
to a small bathroom while the branch manager and 
three customers-were forced into the manager’s office 
and told to stay put. 

The two men, according to police, quickly looted two 
tellers’ drawers and then escaped behind the building 
and on to Silver Street. 

Earle said police theorize that the two robbers escaped 
in an an awaiting car parked on Silver Street. Several 
witnesses,Earle says, have stated to police that a light 
green station wagon was seen leaving the vicinity in a 


northerly direction. 

“Bit and pieces are coming in and we believe the two 
were operating a vehicle, but right now, we’ll just have 
to wait for all the statements to come in to us before we 
can make a conclusive determination,”Earle told us late 
Tuesday afternoon. 

Agawam police were alerted by the bank’s burglary 
system. Officer Skip Rising was first to respond follow¬ 
ed by Earle officer William Sliech and Detective Edward 
Borgatti. 

The Federal Bureau of Investigation and state police 
from the Hampden County District Attorney’s office 
arrived shortly after Agawam police were on the scene, 
Earle said, and will be assisting the local department in 
the investigation. 

Police in surrounding communities have been alerted 
to the situation. 

Sergeant Frank Evangelist told The Advertiser/News 
that it was the first time tlie ten year-old bank has been 
robbed and it was the first bank robbery here since 
January, 1979 when four masked gunmen stuck the 
Westfield Savings Bank on Main Street.

Altobelli Criticizes 
Legislative Pay Raise

The school tax rate includes not only operational ex¬ 
penses for the School Department, but also school 
maintenance, nurses, and all school debts. For this cur¬ 
rent school year, the school tax rate accounts for 50.5% 
of the total 1979 tax rate in Agawam. 

Coon also discussed briefly the expected decline in 
enrollment projected for next year from 5155 as of Oc¬ 
tober, 1979, to 4960 in view for 1980. 

He noted that the decrease reflects a lower enrollment 
at the kindergarten level due in part to moving back the 
entrance age and in part to a low birth rate that occurred 
five years ago that is showing up as those children ap¬ 
proach school age. He also stated that fewer elementary 
age students are moving into town. 


At their meeting held last Tuesday evening, the 
Agawam School Committee adopted a school calendar 
for 1980-’81 which reflects energy consciousness on 
their part. 

Two long weekends in January have been scheduled - 
one following January 1st, which falls on a Thursday, 
and one following Martin Luther King Day, Thursday, 
January 15. On recommendation of the Energy Sub¬ 
committee the entire cortimittec approved no-school 
days for the Fridays following those two Thursday 
holidays. 

Also approved as part of the calendar were four half¬ 
day sessions for in-service training for teachers. 
Superintendent of Schools Louis Hebert presented some 
possibilities for content of the in-service days. 

These included the teaching of composition, ways to 
deal with students undergoing remedial reading instruc¬ 
tion, involvement with student self-concept, especially 
at those levels where students feel unworthy, and staff 
training for Minimum Basic Skills mandated for 
September, 1980. 

Also built into the calendar are four days for possible 
inclement weather. 

Budget Hearing Held 

At their public hearing on the $7657,117 budget pro¬ 
posed for the ’80-’8l school year. School Business 
Manager James Coon discussed each line item included 
in the budget with the handful of residents in atten¬ 
dance. 

He detailed the 9.8% increase and explained that this 
amount will.account for a $2.75 addition to the school 
tax rate. 


In a statement released to the Agawam Adver¬ 
tiser/News today, Rudy Altobelli, Democratic can¬ 
didate for State Representative, criticized the pay raise 
voted by Bay State lawmakers for themselves last fall. 

Altobelli said, “The new pay raise bill that was passed 
by our legislators last week is an attempt by our 
lawmakers to prevent the voters from voting on the 
Referendum Pay Repeal Question, which is supposed to 
appear on the November ballot.” 

“The new bill does not require our legislators to pay 
back the raise if they accepted it,” he continued to ex¬ 
plain. “Remember, only 21 of our legislators did not ac¬ 
cept the pay raise. The other 179 accepted the raise. Our 
own representative, Mr. Connelly, did accept the pay 
raise.” 


Personnel Changes 

In the area of personnel, the School Committee ex¬ 
pressed appreciation for years of dedicated service to 
the Agawam School System on the parts of Eleanor 
Lambertini, who will be retiring after 26 years, and 
Marjorie Carter, who will retire after 19 years. 

The resignation of Granger School teacher aide Ann 
Snyder was accepted to become effective May 18, and 
the resignation of Barbara Dunn, Developmental Lear¬ 
ning Center teacher at Phelps, was also tendered and ac¬ 
cepted.- 

The committee voted to hire James Carabetta as of 
April 28 to t^ch math/computer science at Agaw'am 
High School, replacing the late Leonard DesRosiers. 

The next regularly scheduled meeting of the School 
Committee will take place on Tuesday, May 6th at 7:00 
p.m. 


“In Mr. Connelly’s case, he will be getting extra 
money for his base pay, extra money for being minority 
leader, extra money for his car allowance, and extra 
money for his personal allowance,” detailed Altobelli, 
saying this extra amount will total about $8,000 this 
year. “Under this new bill, he will not have to return the 
money back to the taxpayers. If Rep. Connelly was truly 
sincere in being against the pay raise, why didn’t he re¬ 
ject it like the other 21 legislators did?” 

Altobelli went on, “I feel the only honest way to 
resolve the Halloween pay raise is to allow the referen¬ 
dum question on the-November ballot and let the people 
vote on it. The compromise pay raise bill passed by our 
legislators is only a fraud to placate the public.”

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Spring Cleaning 
In 1900

When crocuses are popping up through the snow and 
spring is just around the corner, dreams of how to do 
over the house become an uncontrollable urge. There 
are the problems of what to paint, what to throw out, 
what to buy new, what color schemes to change. Beyond 
the dreams of bright new rooms, however, is a lot of 
hard work. 

In 1900, the front room was sure to have wall to wall 
carpeting - and there was, of course, no vacuum cleaner. 
The ladies of the house put on dust caps and with the 
help of some of the men folks, muscled the furniture 
around so the carpet could be taken up. While walls, 
woodwork and floors were being cleaned of dust and 
the film of winter smoke from the parlor stove, the men 
hauled the carpet out to the clothesline where it was 
vigorously attacked with beaters. 

The children, excited by the activity, run in and out, 
stumbling into the mop pail and pretending the carpet 
on the line was a tent. If the beaters rested for a mo¬ 
ment, the children popped under the rug and came out 
with their hair full of dirt. 

This picture [same page] shows the old Morris chair 
which was standard equipment in those days, as well as 
a square piano. The ceiling is papered with a flower 
design. Many an amateur paper hanger has struggled 
with the problem of papering a ceiling. While balanced 
on a stepladder brushing on a long strip, he was likely to 
have it drop down and wrap its clammy length around 
his neck. 

But how beautiful it looked to the weary cleaners 
when the doilies were washed and starched, the fringed 
drapery put back on the piano, curtains done up and the 
“what-not” in the corner carrying its accustomed load 
of what-nots. 

In that day or this, the community breathes a sigh of 
relief when spring cleaning is done.

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Post Office Offers Free 
Change-of-Address Kits 


If you’re one of the estimated 36 million persons who 
plan to move their residence this year, you should begin 
notifying everyone who regularly sends you mail at 
leastt one full month before you move. 

That’s the advice from Agawam Postmaster Robert 
R. Dcforge who suggests you file change-of-address 
forms with your post office and send them to cor¬ 
respondents and publishers. 

The Postal Service offers free Change-of-Address 
Kits to make it easier to notify everyone. Available in 
post offices and from letter carriers, the kids include 
convenient postcards to alert the postmaster and for 
mailing to department stores, friends and relatives, utili¬ 
ty companies, banks, newspaper and magazine 
publishers and others who do business with the family 
planning a move. 

“Too often people who arc moving wait until the last 
minute to notify their correspondents,” said Postmaster 
Dcforge. “The result is they add up to several days to 
their First-Clas Mail delivery because it must be for¬ 
warded to the new address,” he added. 

Those who fail to give publishers at least a month ad¬ 
vance notice must either pay additional postage for for¬ 
warding, if desired, or wai9 several weeks before the 
publisher changes the address. This means customers 
may miss dne or more issues of their favorite magazine. 

“Customers should also remember to include their 
account number when notifying stores and banks and to 
send their old address labels to publishers,” Postmaster 
Deforge advices. “And for all correspondence, 
remember to include their new ZIP Code.”

Exercise Prudence 
In Bowles Purchase 


The loss of Kidder Stacy Company to the 
proposed industrial park at the Bowles Airport 
property is tantamount to a major catastrophe 
for future industrial development here. 

At the time, purchasing Bowles for approx¬ 
imately $1.2 million from the Springfield 
Newspapers and plopping Kidder Stacy on a 70 
acre parcel at Bowles seemed to be a most pro¬ 
ductive venture for this community over a long 
range period. 

Besides, Kidder Stacy was considered the an¬ 
chor firm to the industrial park and now, since 
Kidder Stacy Vice-President and General 
Manager Arthur Chevalier has promised to 
move his plant to some 40 acres in neighboring 
Westfield, the purchase of Bowles and subse¬ 
quent growth of an industrial park appears 
clouded. 

The town administration, minus Town 
Treasurer David Gallano still supports buying 
the tract as do a majority of Town Council, in¬ 
cluding Council President Paul Fieldstad. The 
Agawam Economic Development and Industrial 
Corporation will bring their support of Bowles 
to Town Council in the hopes of getting the final 
nod on the bonding order. 

We too, support the buying of Bowles Air¬ 
port. We have advocated industrial growth in 
this community and continue to do so. The loss 
of Kidder Stacy is a damaging blow not only to 
the Bowles venture but to industrial develop¬ 
ment in general. Valuable momentum has been 
lost and putting the pieces back together again 
will be difficult. 

The original purchase of Bowles was a lightn 
ing quick process for the sake of Kidder Stacy. 
That situation no longer exists. Perhaps, at this 
point, the EDIC and town administration should 
reassess the venture and hold a second public 
hearing to get valuable citizen feedback on the 
next blueprint for the industrial park. 

From our viewpoint, the need to rush the pur¬ 
chase through is far outweighed by the need to 
sit down and prudently decide just how the pur¬ 
chase of Bowles will best benefit the community.

My colleagues and 1 worked long into the night last 
week, offering and supporting amendments calling for 
spending caps, increased local aid through reversion of 
unspent funds, and calls for proper funding of the coun 
ty courts in the recent budget debates. 

While the budget before the House represented a 
limited increase over the present budget, I am concerned 
that it abandons the needs of the cities and towns. Local 
aid is the key and we must make sure there is adequate 
money to prevent increases in property taxes. 

My amendment which would have the state fulfill its 
obligation to fully fund the county courts withstood 
debate from the chairman of Ways and Means and we 
were successful in providing this meaningful local aid on 
a vote of 84 to 65. Our basic argument concerned the 
legislature reneging on its obligation under the Court 
''Reform Act of 1978. 

The amendment carried through the final house 
reading on Friday morning and we have asked our 
counterpart in the Senate to protect its passage in that 
branch. 

It is expected that the Senate will release their version 
of the budget within two weeks. Undoubtedly, many 
changes from the House document will be evident and 
then, finally, a conference committee will attempt to 
resolve the differences. We sincerely hope that the main 
theme will continue to be increased local aid. Failing 
that, property taxes throughout the Commonwealth will 
have no alternative but to he raised accordingly

This Deal Will Not 
Stand Light Of Truth

The deal put together by the Agawam Economic 
Development Industrial Corporation at their meeting 
the other night was something that the whole town 
would have had an opportunity to find how not to do 
town business. The whole meeting was devoted to one 
thing - how to get around having another public hear¬ 
ing. First they determined that they would have to wipe 
out any and all mention of Kidder Stacy]s involvement 
from the first plan proposed. This they did by a motion 
passed by a 5-0 vote. Then they decided that a plan 
should be prepared so that they could have something to 
view - to work with - but they said, “This will have to be 
kept a secret; it will only be for us (EDIC) to look at and 
use.” Then it was suggested that this plan should be 
brought to the Council so that they “would have 
something to hang their hat on” but this was im¬ 
mediately negated by the attorney because this would 
constitute a “new plan” and it “would now require 
another public hearing.” 

The question now is how can the Council with any 
conscience vote for something that does not have a plan 
or not one positive reason of qualification for the 
EDIC s request for the purchase money for the Bowles 
land $1,300,000 the cost must include $1,365,000 in¬ 
terest costs for that loan. That’s not all - upon purchase 
of the land, Agawam loses $1,304,000 of income in 
taxes which makes the initial cost of the land $3,969,000 
plus expenses which will make the cost around 4 million 
dollars. 

Speaking of bonds, isn’t it odd that the type of bon¬ 
ding needed for this project is another deep secret. 
WHY?? 

I don’t think, in fact, I know that the Council does 
not know anything about the bonding method and type 
required to satisfy the law. It would seem to me that the 
town solicitor should clear the legality for the acquiring 
of the bonds, not the EDIC’s attorney. 

At a speak time of the Council, 1 attempted to make 
this clear, but I was stopped by the president of the 
council ‘dilatorily. But had I been allowed to speak my 
full time, this is what I would have explained. 

There is a difference between “Revenue Bonds” and 
“City of Agawam General Obligation bonds.” 

Revenue bonds are exactly what they say. These 
bonds must be paid back by the revenue they generate 
by investment. They must create the source of income to 
pay the principal, the interest, and all expenses. 

Now without Kidder, they have no visible income; in 
fact, Agawam suffers a loss upon purchase. We lose 
$4,000 plus every month as long as we own the land. 

The General Obligation bonds are totally paid for by 
the taxpayers and shall not exceed our funded debt 
limit, under chapter 44, section 10. 

Look at the difference of type bonds. If we go 
General Obligations, it will be like giving the EDIC an 
open bank account to spend any and all incomes, from 
sale of land, rentals or anything else, any^vay they want 
- no strings. 

I assure you, the people, the taxpayers, that not one 
person involved in the EDIC or the Council knows ex¬ 
actly where they are going. If you don’t believe me, ask 
them. What are the numbers? What is the cost? How 
many acres? What cost per acre? Airport, yes or no? 
New airstrip, yes or no? How bonding? etc. 

The process is very simple. The EDIC shall present a 
plan to the public. That plan must be approved by the 
Council and then the Council must determine how to 
finance the plan and if the plan can pay for itself. If the 
plan can’t sustain itself, then there is no use passing it 
because the bonds will not be marketable. 

It appears to me that this issue has now become a 
face-saving deal, rather than a good business proposi¬ 
tion. 

Recommendation to the EDIC and the Council - You 
people are doing town business. We, the taxpayers, 
don’t want you to gamble with our money. 

We want to know where you are taking us and how 
you plan to get there. We want to know this before we 
pay for the ride. 

All we ask is, show us what you plan to do, how much 
it will cost us, and then let us make our minds if we want 
to go for the ride.

To The Editor: ... ^ _ , . 

In accordance with the original A.E.D.I.C. develop¬ 
ment plan for the Agawam Industrial Park, as submit¬ 
ted to the Council and approved by that body, pro¬ 
posals were made that the A.E.D.I.C. was to produce 
the airport site for $1,200,000/ This was and still is a 
very fair figure for the 300 s area tract. 

The “offsets,” as reported on page 46 of the plan, in¬ 
dicated that at full development, over a 20-year period, 
tax income from the tract would be in excess of 26 
million dollars. We have agreed in the past and still do 
that this was a credible figure. 

A quote from that same page of the report states 
“even under the worst conditions, i.e. only the sale to 
Kidder-Stacy occurs, revenue to the town will exceed ex¬ 
penses by $1,093,500 over the 20-year term.” We are in 
agreement that this statement was plausible. 

However, herein lies the doubtful answer to that 
inquiry—“With the loss of Kidder-Stacy from this plan, 
could the proposal be a profitable one for the communi¬ 
ty in the near future?” 

Some of the “ifs” or “possibilities” that must be 
faced by the A.E.D.I.C. could present a difficult 
challenge with questionable results. Depending upon the 
economic climate in this ares, it is possible that the “off¬ 
sets” figure of 26 million dollars could be a reality, over 
a 20-year period, even without the Kidder-Stacy plant 
located there. 

It is reasonable to assume that with proper planning 
and with expert administration and development of a 
workable plan that the intended park could be filled to 
capacity. However, very earnest consideration must be 
given to the immediate impact upon the taxpayers of 
this community. Remember, the location of Kidder 
Stacy on this tract would have offset the entire cost of 
the taxpayers’ burden within a short number of years. 

In the face of an economic slump, that has yet to put 
its final squeeze upon the people of this country, can we 
justify the serious hurt that will be inflicted upon the 
people of Agawam? The end result would be inflated, 
excessive taxes. 

The potential of a promising future, 20 years down 
the road, will not compensate for the dismal conditions 
that could be imposed upon the taxpaying residents to¬ 
day, tomorrow or even during the next five to ten years. 

then for the near future, it is our contention that this 
project would not be profitable. 

Keeping in mind our immediate and near future 
budgeting requirements, the onlwalternative suggestion 
that we might make is a purchase of a smaller area of 
land with room for progressive amplification. An area 
that would be available to cover any intended move or 
expansion requirement of industry. An appropriation of 
such stature could be made that could feasibly be handl¬ 
ed within the structure of our financial capabilities and 
without greatly adding any inordinate, damaging effects 
,to that structure.

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Chubby Moms 
Out Of Style

Slim, healthy, energy-radiating mothers will be 
honored this Mothers Day, May 11, by adoring slender, 
vivacious children, all part of the new look of our 
civilized world. 

“It was not always so,” says Nettie Tamler who 
heads Weight Watchers Inc., in Western Massachusetts 
and Eastern Connecticut. 

“The great artists of the past, picked for their models 
those who represented the standard of beauty of their 
period.

While noting that the School Committee has included 
more than $80,000 in the last two school budget for 
WORC’s preliminary operating costs and architectural 
fees, Mrs. Doering said, “All of the area school com¬ 
mittees who are participating in WORC feel its need in 
the future is essential.” 

Mrs. Doering went on to say that statewide figures in¬ 
dicate that Agawam’s 14.5 percent of students involved 
in vocational education falls below the Massachusetts 
average of 26.5 percent. 

Although the expansion of the high school will in¬ 
crease student participation in industrial arts, said Mrs. 
Doering, “it can in no way compare to vocational 
education provided at WORC.” She added that if two 
sister communities refuse to enter WORC, the cost for 
Agawam will remain the same. 

“If two communities do leave the project, it will be 
reduced so that the cost of the bonding will not 
increase.’’She did say, however, ifhat the cost per pupil 
would rise from $1500 to $1550 if one town drops out 
and to $1575 if two towns refuse to enter WORC. 


“I don’t think those increases are out of line,” Mrs 
Doering, a trustee of the current WORC program, said. 

Town Treasurer David Gallano also voiced support 
for the council passing the first reading of the bond. He 
said that the council is not commited to funding the pro¬ 
ject until action on the bond is taken. 

He said, “If you vote to bond WORC you won’t be 
standing alone or be caught holding the bag. You can 
rescind the bond order at any point as long as no action 
on it has been taken.” Two-thirds vote of the council 
must be obtained before the bond order can be issued. 

The Council was prevented from previously discuss¬ 
ing the bond order because of a charter objection issued 
by Councilor Robert DeForge two weeks ago. The 
Town Charter says that no discussion on a charter- 
objected item can be allowed and that a vote be im¬ 
mediately taken at the next meeting. 

Several councilors who voted against the first reading 
stated that concern over next year’s tax rate and the 
many bonding orders now facing the Council influenced 
their vote.

Library State Aid Approved

Council of Agawam, Edward A. Caba, Acting town 
Manager, and the many residents of Agawam who ex¬ 
pressed their support of this bill to our legislators. 

The new bill H5979 grants increased funding for the 
three Regional Public Library Systems in Massachusetts 
and for the direct local grants. Until this bill was signed, 
regional library systems were severely threatened since 
they were still operating on the same budget as they were 
in 1970. As everyone knows, gross inflation has 
abounded since 1970. the average cost of library books 
alone has increased an immense 73.9% since 1971 accor¬ 
ding to Publishers Weekly. Therefore, it is apparent 
why regional services continued to be reduced and 
threatened further. 

The Agawam Public Library is a member of the 
Western Regional Public Library System. This means 
that our library has access to interlibrary loan from Spr¬ 
ingfield and other libraries for specialized and other 
materials; film services to town organizations and 
schools; bookmobile services that supplement the 
library’s collections; in-service training programs and 
professional consultations. Such services are vital if the 
Agawam Library is to serve as an educational resource 
for the entire community. Many Agawam residents has 
benefited from interlibrary loan services and sup¬ 
plemental materials such as large print and other books 
and records from the regional bookmobile. Moreover, 
many town organizations such as the Senior Citizens 
Center, Boy Scouts, Agawam Youth Center, and others 
borrow films through the Region. 

The Regional Systems and Incentive Grants that have 
been increased by the new bill are the only source of 
funding for all these services. 

Another important benefit from this.newly-approved 
bill is a small increase in the Agawam Public Library’s 
direct incentive grant which will help to fight the ram¬ 
pant inflation that plagues everyone today. Although 
the increase does not equal that of inflation, it certainly 
helps a great deal when library materials increase in cost 
approximately 15% each year. 

Libraries have a significant economic and social im¬ 
pact on the lives of Massachusetts residents. Through 
them people serve their basic educational and informa¬ 
tional needs and learn about personal money manage-

Grand Jury Leaves Question

The other evening in the mecca of Agawam town 
politics, Friendly’s Ice Cream Parlor, a fairly in-the- 
know pundit of the local political scene made this com¬ 
ment about the Elaine Bonavita arrest record fiasco: 
“She deserved everything she got.’’ 

Unfortunately, that frame of mind is not uncommon 
for those who find Councilwoman Bonavita a govern¬ 
mental disruptor in this community. 

True, Ms. Bonavita has found herself in more tight 
corners and in foot-in-her-mouth situations than any 
councilor since the Charter took effect some ten years 
ago. 

And it’s also true that this newspaper, especially since 
I purchased it in January, has, on more than one occa¬ 
sion, taken issue and criticized Ms. Bonavita. 

But Ms. Bonavita’s childish behavior at council 
meetings and lack of political savy docs not vindicate 
the individual or individuals responsible for knowingly 
and willingly disseminating her former arrest records to 
the press and Town Council.

Ms. Bonavita was arrested four times between 1970 
and 1974. She believes that the motivating factor of 
distributing her mug shots and rap sheets was political. 

Political you say? Of course it was. Bonavita was an 
antagonist before she was elected last November and in¬ 
tensified her attacks and charges once on the Council. 
Although many of her claims were popped out of a toy 
cannon, she obviously was getting on people’s nerves. 

Bonavita is incensed over the Grand Jury’s decision 
after 3 months of deliberations. She had her constitu¬ 
tional rights violated. But it’s tough to say the Grand 
Jury or DA’s office failed in their task, especially after 
the indepth approach that was taken. 

She plans on pursuing the allegations about the Police 
Department and a certain “John Doe’’ to civil court in a 
$100,000 suit. 

The Bonavita case remains a fact that reveals the 
darker side of life on this side of the Connecticut River. 

Ryan says the Grand Jury was most dismayed by that 
reality and well they should be. Many of us are equally 
disquieted.

Un¬ 
shaven, menacing in his walk, chewing 
tobacco and wiping it on his fyand and 
sleeve, gruff in voice and leering in ex¬ 
pression, he was the bad guy. Tired of 
French postcards, he sought the real thing 
in Laurey. His character was real and 
whether it was the director’s intention or 
Christie’s portrayal, he made the good 
guys look cruel. It was a sympathetic per¬ 
formance. 

Michael McNamara was amusing as 
Ado Annie’s father. Never without his 
shotgun, he had forceful but funny ways 
of looking out for the best interests of his 
daughter. George MacGillvray was 
smooth and slick as the peddler who en¬ 
joyed the free and easy company of 
women. David Tobin and Mary Duddy 
were excellent as individual performers 
and they positively glowed as a couple. 
They were well cast for each other. As, 
Will Parker and Ado Annie, they provid¬ 
ed some of the best moments in the play. 
She was naive and fickle; he was simply 
naive. All Er Nothin' was their song and 
they made it shine with their energy and 
talent. 

Choreographer Kathleen Linquist 
created extravagant dances that must take 
a large share of the credit for the success 
of this play. Especially memorable were 
the dance ?outines for the dream sequence 
and the title song Oklahoma! 

The Farmer and the Cowman was a 
foot-stompin’, hand-clappin’ routine that 
made it difficult for the audience to re¬ 
main seated. Two standing ovations were 
well earned bv cast and orchestra. 

Richard Rodgers and Oscar Hammers¬ 
tein would have been quite pleased with 
W.T.G.’s production of their play. Direc¬ 
tor Joseph Alvcrnaz, music director S. 
Alan Rogers, choreographer Kathleen 
Linquist, along with cast, orchestra and 
crew have more than enough reason to he 
proud of their work. The only complaint 
about this production was its limitation to 
three performances. Such a large produc¬ 
tion, however, is difficult to hold together 
for a longer run. Oklahoma! though, is a 
sure indication that W.T.G.’s next pro¬ 
duction is not to he missed.
